There are a half-dozen 
different cities in France which are inde- 
pendent commercial centers. Paris is by 
no means all france industrially. She is 
60 artistically, socially and perhaps intel- 
lectually. Buenos Ayres the political 
capital of the Argentine. It is ile commer- 
clal capital, its tinancial, sovial and intel- 
lectual capital. Politically, the most of the 
Argentine congressmen are Buenos Ayres 
etlizens. Many of them who represent far- 
away districts practice law here, _ They 
live in the city the year round, although 
they may now and then go to see their 
constituents. The republic is composed of 
rotten boroughs supplied by Buenos Ayres 
men. The result is that when Buenos 
Ayres takes snuff the whole of Argentine 
sneezes. : 

Industrially, Buenos Ayres has 95 per cent 
of the factories of the republic. : It has 
more than 300, employing over 12,000 hands.

Buenos Ayres aan 
its stock exchange, where ‘The Argentine 
is bought and sold in parcels, and where 
stocks and bonds rise and fall, as Buenos 
Ayres thinks them good or bad. On this 
exchange more than half a billion gold dol- 
lars’ worth of stock was floated during the 
ten years ending in 1589. When the panic 
came 90 per cent of the companies failed, 
and most of the shares are now not worth 
1 per cent of their face value. Nevertheless, 
both ciry and country are in a good finan- 
cial condition. 

As a socia] center, Buenos Ayres is the 
Argeutine. The most of the money made 
in the camp is spent here. The city has 
scores of millionaires, rabobs who each own 
their half million acres of land and who 
count the'r cattle and sheep in herds of 
theusands. ‘They may go to their farms in 
the summer, but their winters are spent in 
their palaces here, where they give royal 
entertainments and pay a thousand dollars 
for a season box at the opera house. 

The Booming Town of South America. 

The Argentine is growing fast in popula- 
tion. It has on its seven league boots come 
pured witi. the United States. It trebles its 
population every thirty years, and it now 
has more than four million people, Buenos 
Ayies grows even faster than the rest of 
the country. It is jumping upward at the 
rate of a hundred thousand a year. It has 
now 800,000 people, and by the end of the cn- 
tury its people claim that it will number 
more tian a million. One-fifth of all the 
pauple in this country live in Buenos Ayres. 

The city grows like a green bay tree. 
It increases more rapidly than any city in 
the United Staies. Long ago it began to 
take in all the adjoining territory. When 
it had its great boom on the edge of the 
panic all outdoors was platted out in lots, 
and within five years the real estate trans- 
actions amounted to about $400,000,000. Still 
enough land has been built upon to make

Biggest Spanish City of the World. 

Buenos Ayres is a Spanish city. It is the 
Liggest Spanish-speaking city of the 
world. It is almost twice as big as Mad- 
rid and three times as big as Barcelona. 
Its Spanish character, howecer, belongs 
to the past, and it is fast developing a 
municipal individuality of its own. It 
will always have the Spanish language, 
but the population will be a mixture drawn 
from the four quarters of the earth. To- 
day more than half of the population is 
foreign and the city itself is fast losing 
Its Spanish character, however, belongs 
new avenues, which have been recently 
made, are more like those of Paris than 
Madrid. The Avenida de Mayo is a wide 
boulevard, with an asphalt pavement. The 
buildings upon it make you think of those 
of the Champs Elysee, and there is a to- 
tal absence of the flat, low one-story 
structures of old Spain. It is the same 
with some of the business Lliocks which 
have been erected since Buenos Ayres be- 
gan its rapid growth. 

The History of Buenos Ayres. 

The most of the buildings, however, are 
low, For a century or so there was not a 
two-story house in the city. The town 
was laid out in the Spanish style in rec- 
tangular blocks along narrow streets. It 
was founded away back in 1535 by a Span- 
ish freebooter, Pedro de Mendoza. 

He named it ‘‘Buercs Ayres.’’ The words 
meen ‘“gocd air,’ tut Mendcza cid not 
nume it thus because air here is especially 
good. Jt is not. Its death rate is high. 
More than a thousand people died here 
last month, and the average is over 33 per 
cent. Just now the fog over the city is as 
thick as that of London. For a long time 
the air was so bad that lockjaw was almost 
epidemic. It takes a boy’s bare foot and a 
rusty nail to produce iockjaw in the United 
States. Until recently you could get it 
here by simply opening your mouth. No, 
Buenos Ayres did rot get its name froin 
lts superfluous ozone. Mendoza, iike Cor- 
tez, Pizarro and the other adventurous 
Spanish cut throats of his time, had a deep 
regard for the saints, and he named the 
city after the Virgin Maria de Buenos 
Aires, whose aid he had invoked for his 
expedition before leaving Spain. 

In the sixteenth and seventeenth centu- 
ries Asuncion, Paraguay and Cordoba, a 
day’s ride by train west of here, were far 
better places than Buenos Ayres. The 
town long remained a settlement of mud 
huts, although lots 30 yards front and 
three miles deep could be bought for a 
suit of old clothes. In the seventeenth 
century some of the central blocks of the 
city were sola for a white horse and a 
guitar. Today the average value of the 
land per square yard is over $20, and the 
house property is said to be worth over 
$309,.100,000 in gold. 

When our declaration of independence 
Was signed there were only 37,000 people in 
this region and only 3,000 in Buenos Ayres. 
The colony, however, begun to make money 
out of negroes and chiefly out of negro 
slaves. The best families then lived in 
thatched huts, but they ate their meals 
from dishes of solid silver, being waited 
upon by their own negroes. When John 
@uincy Adams was president Buenos Ayres 
had 22,000 people. During General Grant's 
first term in the white house it had less 
than 178,000, and when Cleveland began his 
second administration, six years ago, its 
citizens numbered 535,000. Its great growth 
has thus been within the past thirty years. 

A City of Shreds and Patches. 

Buenos Ayres is a queer city. A city 
made up of shreds and patches both as to 
architecture and man. As to man, it has 
people of nearly every race. Three hun- 
dred thousand of its residents are Italians, 
$0,000 are Spanish, about 30,000 French and 
the remainder Germans, English and Ar- 
gentines. The Argentines proper do not 
probably number over 150,000, and they are 
the only réal citizens In the’ sénsée that 
they vote and take part in the government. 
The rest prefer to keep out of politics and 
the army, for the foreign resident here has 
every property right of the citizen, with 
none of his military obligations, 

Most of the foreigners stick to their old 
nationalities, although some of them would 
not dare to. go home to vote. The Argen- 
tine is one of the few countries which have 
no extradition treaties, Criminals from 
everywhere have taken advantage of this, 
and it is said’ that there are more men 
living under assumed names here. than 
in any city of the world. This is especially 
so as to the emigrants from Italy, and until 
recently it was so as to some of those from 
our country. ; 

Had One State Left. 

A year or so ago, it is said, four Amer- 
fcans were chatting together in one of the 
cafes of Buenos Ayres, when three of the 
crowd began for some reason to jeer at the 
fourth. He grew angry and said: 

“Well, gentlemen, you may sneer at me 
if you please, but I want you to under- 
stand that there is at least one of the 
United States that I dare go back to with- 
out fear of the sheriff. I know none of you 
can say as much.” 

This, however, is rather hard on the 
Americans. Years ago, before we lost our 
merchant. marine, the Americans were 
among the most prominent of the foreign- 
ers here, and those who have been coming 
rithin recent years are men of high stand- 
ing. Some of them have large interests 
here, and at present the Americans as a 
class are much respected. 

Buenos Ayres from the Housetops.

I am on the 
fourth floor, and from my balcony I can 
see over most of the roofs of the city. Step 
out of the window with me and take a 
bird’s-eye view of Buenos Ayres. Below 
and about us lies a vast ragged plain of 
one and two-story houses, whose flat roofs 
are made of bricks, or brick tiles or corru- 
gated iron. Some of them rise high above 
the others. and the whole looks like a lot 
of great store boxes jumbled together along 
Narrow canyons, which are the stréets. 
Away to the south you see a few smoke- 
stacks, the masts of ships and big ware- 
houses. That is Barracas, the part of the 
city where meat, woo! and hides are pre- 
pared for shipment to America and Eu- 
rope. To the north there is a spot of green 
woods. That is Palermo park, where all 
the swells go to ride and drive every after- 
noon. You may sce a thousand carriages 
there at a time. 

To the east beyond that thicket of masts 
and spars lining the docks, extending on 
and on until they meet the horizon, are the 
muddy waters of the Rio de la Plata, which 
connects Buenos Ayres with the rest of the 
world. The river here is twenty-eight miles 
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in little vials. Druggists have 
nothing else “‘just as gooc. hey regu 
late the Stomach, Liver and Bowels.

See its opposite banks. 

Buenos Ayres is only forty-eight feet 
above the Atlantic ocean, and back around 
and beyond it extends the vast plain of 
the valley of this river, as rich here as 
that of the Mississippi. It is cut up by 
railroads and spotted with farma, some of 
which support cattle and sheep in herds of 
thousands. 

As you look more closely at the roofs 
below you, you see that many of them 
surround little courts or pativs. his ig the 
Spanish style of building. There are no 
gardens in front or behind the houses, and 
the masses here live without plants, flow- 
ers or trees. There are no chimneys. The 
Argentines do not think fires healthful in 
their living rooms. You see here and there 
a black stovepipe coming up through the 
roof. Those pipes are connected with the 
kitchens, not with the parlors, 

The Plaza. 

There are a few open spaces in the city 
of roofs. These are the plazas or parks. 
There are twelve in the city ,varying in 
size from four to twelve acres. That one 
near the river is the Plaza de Mavo, It 
is the ecclesiastical, governmental and 
finencial center of the city. Upon it face 
the catheiral, the president’s house, con- 
gress, che courts and the Bolsa or stock 
exchinge. Into it run seme of the chief 
business streets, and from it to the west 
extends the Avenida de Mayo, the wide 
beulevard of which the people here are 
60 piouc, and at the other end of which 
the future capitol building of the republic 
is to stand. This avenue has already cost 
10,000,000 gold dollars, and it will eventually 
be Ohne of the grand streets of the world.

The commission has not been attracting 
very much attention lately, and to some ex- 
tent the talk of further Investigation had 
died out until] this witness, Mr. Parrish, was 
put upon the stand. In a few words he 
disclosed the lack of power of the commis- 
sion and by doing so emphasized the neces- 
sity for a congressional Investigation. 

Steps toward that end will be undoubtedly 
taken early in the coming session of con- 
gress. There is danger of any 
such {Investigation belng unsatisfac- 
tory, because any congressional com- 
mission is sure to be dominated 
by the republican influence; but it will be 
an improvement on the presidential com- 
mission which cannot force a witness to 
testify and which has been unable, except 
in a few instances, to place the respons'- 
bility for troubles which it has discov- 
ered.

The Power of the Commission.

extra session is contrary to the best judg- 
wnent of the republican pulilicians. 

The 1eason for this influence is evident, 
of course, to everybody. While this com- 
mission has no official so ws itever 
it does represent the nationatabanks and 
the great money power which is back of 
them. It was this power which placed 
Mr. McKinley in the white house. When 
the campaign of 1896 had reached a stage 
where the outlook, from a_ republican 
standpoint, was dubious because the pro- 
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tected manufactur@rs were unable or un- 
wiring to add any further to the large 
suis tney had already contributed, Mark 
Hanna, by the promise of just this sort 
of legislation, secured from the great 
banking houses of the east the several!

The farger 
Colleges in the association all had the bene- 
‘Gt of coaches coming from prominent uni- 
versities in the north and east and this, to- 
gether with a strong interest in the game 
On the part of college men, has done much 
to build up footbal) throughout the south. 

One of the most pa!pnrble defects in the 
teams that have played in this city during 
the sftason was the weakness of the lines 
and the apparent inability of Any line man 
or any number of Ine men to stop a buck 
that happened to be massed against them. 

Vnderbilt, although made up of heavy 
men throughout, coull do nothing to keep 
the light backs of Georgia from coming in- 
to the line for five and eicht yards ata 
time. In turn Vanderbilt demolished Geor- 
gia line and the supporters of the red and 
black made Mttle effort to get under the 
bucks that were directed against them. 

In the Thanksgiving game the same fault 
was noticeable in Auburn and while the 
wind of the Georgians lasted they had no 
trouble in puncturing the Alabama line for 
gain after gain. 

The work of the different teams in offen- 
sive play was on the whole the best ever 
seen in the association. Especially were 
the backs of Georgia, Auburn and Vander- 
bilt men who knew the game thoroughly 
and did not lack the nerve to carry the ball 
forward when it was entrusted to them. On 
che other hand the defensive work of the 
teams was about the poorest the public of 
Atlanta has seen since football! evolved from 
& slugging match into a scientific game. 
The coaches seem unable to teach both 
offensive and defensive work al) in one 
season and as the former was doubtless 
considered the most important, greater 
étress seemed to be laid on that. 

There Was Little Kicking. 

In the games played in Atlanta no ef- 
fort was made at one time or another by 
the different fullbacks to drop a kick 
from the field. The occasions when such a 
try et a goal would have been of immense 
advantage to a team were not accepted. 
The only man behirid the line who could 

. control the ball with any degree of accu- 
racy on a@ punt was Georgia’s fullback. 
it can be taken for granted that football 
in the south will never reach a high point 
of development until the men composing 
the different teams take the notion in 
their heads to train diligently and consci- 
entiously. Auburn's team was the only 
cne of the season on which the 
men had taken any care to prepare them- 
selves physically for the hard contest. 

‘The new rules of the Southern Associa- 
tion, from the fact that they tend to elim- 
inate mass plays by decreasing the mo- 
mentum of the back field, require even 
harder training on the part of the players 
than the old rules. The new rules favor 
end running as well as kicking, and while 
in a buck the work falls mainly on one 
man; in an end run the enti team is ex- 
pected to take part in forming and strength- 
ening the interference. The teams must all 
necessarily be in fine condition for running 
and have an abundance of wind that two 
thirty-five-minute halves cannot exhaust. 

The northern rules still favor plunging 
into the line by allowing more men to 
start before the ball is put in play than 
is allowed under southern rules. In the 
Georgia-Auburn game the Alabama men 
devoted nearly their whole time in the sec- 
ond half to bucks, but this was due to the 
fact that Auburn had a line man who was 
especially fitted for this work and knew 
perfectly well that the weak Georgia for- 
wards could offer no resistance to him. It 
was the best play for the Alabamians to 
make, as afterwards remarked by Coach 
Heisman, but had Georgia's line becn made 
of gritty, determined stuff the efforts of 
Captain Mitcham to plunge through the 
line, practically unassisted, would have 
failed dismally in Atlanta. 

The Thanksgiving games demonstrated 
more clearly than anything else the advan- 
tages of hard training and good plysical 
condition over weight or even knowledge 
of ths game, for it is gen- 
erally conceded that during the 
first half of the contest in this city 
Georgia outplayed Auburn, while in the 
second half the orange and blue was more 
than a match for its opponent, who had 
been clearly winded in the first thirty-five 
minute’ of play. 

A look ahead to the next Thanksgiving 
game in this city is rather a long distance 
for the comparison of football teams, but it 
is known that Auburn will lose only one 
member of her team by graduation at the 
end of the present term and that she will 
return practically the same eleven to meet

FIGHT TO COME IN THE SENATE 


One Side Says Action of Legislature 
Will Be Unconstitutional. 


SHOULD BE GRANTED BY SUPERIOR COURT 


House Will Probably Vote on Bill To 
Incorporate This Week and It 
' “Then Goes to Senate. 


- 


THE BILL FOR THE INCORPORATION 
of the community of Edgewood, in De- 
Kalb county, which has been in the hands 
of the corporation committee of the house 
for two weeks, has been reported favorably. 
It is believeg that no further opposition 
will be offered to the passage of the bill 
by the house, but a fight will probably be 
made on it in the senate. 

The action of the committee was the sig- 
mal for rejoicing among those who favor 
the incorporation of the neighborhood, 
but the other faction claims that it will be 
fought until every point has been contested. 

It is said that the committee which had 
the charter under consideration did not 
consider any argument, but the fact as to 
whether the citizens of the community 
wanted the incorporation, while those op- 
posed to the incorporation say that they 
rely more particulariy on the constitution- 
ality of the bill for its defeat. When the 
arguments and proofs of the two sides were 
presented to the committee Judge R, T. 
Dorsey made an argument on the constitu- 
tionality of the bill, holding that under the 
Georgia law the community could not be 
incorporated by an act of the general as- 
sembly. 

There is a law in Georgia that any com- 
munity: more than a mile from any incorpo- 
rated town under a certain number of 
inhabitants must be granted a charter by 
the superior court of the county in which 
the proposed town for incorporation is lo- 
cated, There was a law that if the pro- 
posed community was within a mile of an 
incorporated town the right to incorporate 
must be granted by the legislature. 

Judge Dorsey held, in his argument before 
the committee, that the attempt to incorpo- 
rate a district within a mile of a corporate 
town by the legislature was unconstitution- 
al. He said the law had been repealed. 

It is hela by those who are opposed to the 
incorporation of Edgewood that the legis- 
lature has no right to pass an act grant- 
ing a charter to the community of Edge- 
wood. They claim it should go to the judge 
of the superior court and be granted by 
him. 

The committee, it is said, considering this 
question, did not take e authority in its 
own hands and make decision upon the 
law, but only considered the facts in the 
case and reported favorably upon the bill. 
The question of the constitutionality of the 
bill will probably be raised in the house and 
may be defeated there. If it is not success- 
ful, it will be brought out by some oppo- 
nent of the incorporation in the senate. 

It was stated yesterday that if the Dill 
finally passed both branches of the house 
and became active, so far as it could, the 
opponents of the incorporation will secure 
an injunction against the incorporators and 
the matter will go into the courts for ad- 
judication. 

It will then be taken to the supreme court 
for a final decision. It seems safe to say 
that a year will elapse before the matter 
will be finally determined and the estab- 
lishment of a school, which, it is claimed, 
is the ultimate object of the charter, will 
not materialize for some time. 

The representatives of the county favor 
the passage of the act, as does also the 
senator from that district. 

The bill will probably be voted upon this 


week.

sulted from a general absence of kicking

A SUIT TO RECOVER A HALF INTER- 
est in 140,000 acres of land, located in seve 
eral counties in Georgia, was taken up be- 
fore Judge Newman in the United States 
court yesterday. It was motion day in the 
court and a demurrer in this case was ar- 
gued, 

Fourteen grounds were stated in the de- 
murrer. It is claimed in each case that the 
bill in equity filed by the plaintiffs is in- 
sufficient and that for it to stand in court, 
it must be amended. Judge Newman gus- 
tained about ten of the grounds of the de- 
murrer and agreed to allow time for the 
plaintiffs to amend their bill. 

The hearing of the demurrer consumed 
almost the entire day, and was argued by 
the attorneys on both sides. Colonel George 
K. Looper represented the defendants and 
argued the grounds of the demurrer in @ 


vigorous manner. Mr. J. A. Ansley, of 
Americus, representing the plaintiffs, ar- 
gued against the demurrer.” The other at- 
torneys interested in the case are: For the 
plaintiffs—Judge T. P. Westmoreland and 
Roland F. Alston. For the defendants—C. 
P. Goree and Assistant District Attorney 


George L. Bell. 

The plaintiffs are residents of Maryland, 
Delaware and West Virginia, and the de- 
fendants reside in Dawson county, this 
state. The litigation dates back to 1848, 
when the grandfathers of the parties ad 
litem entered into a partnership to buy and 
sell large tracts of land in North Carolina 
and other southern states, 

The plajntiffs are as follows: 

Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Baker and her hus- 
band, Daniel Baker; Eugene H. Bratt, 
Henry B. Bratt and Mrs. Gertrude Kirk 
and her husband, J. W. Kirk, of the state 
of Maryland; Mrs. Jane M. Smith and her 
husband, Alfred Smith, of Deiaware, and 
Samuel Bratt, of West Virginia. The de- 
fendants are Joseph H. McKee and David 
NecKee, of Dawson county. 

The land lots in which the plaintiffs claim 
a half interest are located in the following 
counties: Cherokee, 59; Telfair, 43; Lump- 
kin, 46; Wilkinson, 7; Montgomery, 6; Ware, 
82: Paulding, 48; Clinch, 90; Wayne, 6; 
Charlton, 30; Appling, 104; Union, 538, and 
Habersham, 1. The numbers following the 
name of the county is the number of land 
lots claimed in that county. 

The story of the circumstances leading 
up to the litigation is very interesting. The 
bill relates as follows: 

“That on the 19th day of August, 1848, 
Henry Bell, then a resident of Baltimore, 
and the grandfather of your orators, and 
Joseph McKee, then of Wilkes county, 
North Carolina, and father of defendants, 
entered into a written agreement to engage 
in the purchase and sale of real estate 
on speculation in the states of North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, and Tennessee, Some 
time after this they agreed to carry on the 
same business in Georgia. 

“That deeds and grants to said real prop- 
erty were made and delivered to either 
Henry Bell or Joseph McKee, as was 
most convenient, it being understood and 
agreed between them that they should be 
jointly and equally interested in all of the 
real estate so conveyed, and the real estate 
herein described was held by them as 
tenants in common. 

“That on account of various causes in- 
tervening said real estate was not disposed 
of by the parties, the times not being prof- 
itable for trading In lands in Georgia, and 
the same was held by said Bell and McKee 
until their death. The sai@ Henry Bell 
having died at Baltimore, in the state of 
Maryland, on the 3d day of July, 1878, tn- 
testate, leaving as his heirs-at-law Mary 
Ann Bell, his widow, and one daughter, 
Mary Ann Bell, who, in the meantime, had 
intermarried with Samuel Bratt. 

“Mrs. Mary Ann Bell, the widow of 
Wenry Bell, departed in Baltimore, intes- 
tate as to the real) estate in Georgia, and 
left as her only heir-at-law her daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Ann Bratt. 

“In January, 189, Mrs. Bratt. the widow 
of Samuel Bratt, departed this life at 
Raltimore intestate as to the real estate 
in Georgia Her husband, Samuel Bratt, 
having died before her, also intestate as 
to the real estate in Georgia, the said 
Mrs. Mary Angsr Bratt leaving as her only 
heirs-at-law Mary Elizabeth Bratt, who 
intermarried with Daniel Baker: Jane M. 
Smith, who intermarried with Alfred 
Smith: Gertrude Bratt, who tntermarried 
with J. W. Kirk; Samuel W. Bratt, Eugenia 
Bratt and Henry B. Bratt, the complain- 
ants in this bill. 

“In 1875 Joseph McKee died in North 
Carolina intestate, leaving as his heirs-at- 
law his widow. Mrs. Annie McKee, and two 
sons, Joseph H. McKee and David McKee. 
who reside in Dawson county, in the state 
of Georgia. The said widow, Mrs. Annie 
"McKee, died in Georgia inestate, leaving 
as her heirs-at-law the children mentioned 
aforesaid.’’ 

The complainants set forth tn the biil that 
since the death of the senior Bell and 
Bratt and their widows, they are heirs 
to a one-half interest in the property. and 
that since the death of Joseph McKee 
and his widow the McKees are heirs to the 
other half. 

It is claimed that the defendants have 
been in possession of the property since 
the death of the senior Bell and that they 
have heen tenants upon it and collected a 
yearly income of about $5,000 or other large 
sum. The ccmplainants ask that the court 
order the McKees to produce the deeds of 
the property that they have sold, all re- 
ccipts of the property they have rented 
and a statement of the income they have 
received; all correspondence between the 
elder McKee and the elder Bell and all 
original grants and deeds and that suitable 
persons be appointed by the court to divide 
the real estate not sold by the defend- 
ants, 

When the bill was presented to Judge 
Wewman several months ago he granted 
the injunction and required the McKees to 
keep a separate account of the lands sold 
and the amounts received therefor and the 
rents received. 


A Speculation That Failed.

There was 
a hot time at the quarantine station while 
the disembarkation and re-embarkation 
were goine on.

The goats were sent from Galveston to 
Havana, but the market in Havana seemed 
to be overcrowded. At any rate. there was 
no struggle for the possession of the goats,

(Conducted by J. A. Morris.) 


The greatest contention today among civil- 
fged nations is not of sword and gun and 
cannon, but the war of men and money 
and machinery for supremacy. Our own 
mation is warring pretty successfully with 
the world on industrial lines. Today we 
have in New York the largest exporting 
port of the world. We have so advanced 
in making and saving things that the large 
balance of trade in our favor has never 
been equaled. Th's has caused an esor- 
mous inflow of gold. ‘The gold balance in 
the treasury being $242,895,604, while the 
gold tn circulation is $649,846,727, being over 
$110,000,00) greater than this time last year 
and nearly $200,000,000 greater than on July 
1, 1896. On the Ist of November the to- 
tal money in circulation, according to the 
treasury figures, was $1, 866,575,782, being 
$159,842,878 larger than on November 1, 1°97, 
and $356,850,582 greater than on July 1, 189%. 

The figures are very suggestive and en- 
couraging. Money in circulation is neces- 
sarily the barometer of business. Above 
figures are not speculative, they are. facts. 
They confirm the actual bus’ness prosper- 
ity and superb financial condition of our 
country. There js abundant cause for this. 
We are reaching out. We are spreading 
ourselves. <A quarter of a century ago we 
were What might be termed a self-con- 
tained nation, satisfied by our own manu- 
facture, supplying our own. wants as far 
as we could, and drawing on the world for 
the balance. This now is, happily, 
changed. Our imports then largely ex- 
ceeded our exports; now this is entirely 
reversed. Not only have our agricultural 
@xports enormously increased, but our 
manufactured products more largely. We 
@re even “carrying the wer into Africa,” 
as our large exports to the dark continent 
attest. Those people who deplore terri- 


torial expansion and want to restrict our | 


domain and our prosperity to that of “our 
fathers; who consistently, should go back 
to tallow dips and old stage coaches in- 
siead of electric light and limited express, 
must bear in mind that the citizen can 
advance no faster than the country. It 
must also be remembered that our country 
{is rapidly filling with population and nec- 
essarily and patriotically, we must find 
work for every one of them, not only of 
our 70,000,000 of now, but our “‘seventy times 
seven” millions of the future. We need 
all the markets we can get. All this sen- 
timent about the past and our fathers will 
not bear the test of practical business. No 
business man knowingly surrenders an ad- 
vantage. No wise industrial nation can 
afford to. The war »f blood and carnage 
may be partly for glory, and for humanity, 
but the broad statesman will always look 
beyond sentiment to sense and strive to 
promote humanity by doing the greatest 
good to the greatest number. 


Business Points for the Philippines. 

As we will soon possess these islands and 
largely contro! their commerce, it is well 
that our manufactures should learn the 
requirements of trade. Our consul 
Berne, Adolph L. Frankenthal, contributes 
to the November Consular Reports the fol- 
lowing: 

“From an interview with a m2rchant of 
Manila, I am enabled to give the exporters 
bf the United States certain points which 
fray be of value to business men who intend 
to enter the fleld there. 

The Philippines contain over 7,000,000 {n- 
habitants. The Chinese, who are in the 
majority among the aliers, control the re- 
tail trade, while next to them come the 
Bpanish dealers. It is estimated that there 
tre about three hundred other Europeans 
in business in the whole group. The richest 
Jealers are the creoles and mestizos, a com- 
bination of Chinese and Tagalese. 

“In Manila there are many large cigarette 
lactories, some of which employ as many 
is 4000 hands. A few German, Swiss and 
English firms have entered that field. There 
® also @ sugar retinery, a steam rice mill, 
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in Spanish electrical plant, a Spanish tele- 


phone exchange; a Spanish tramway, work- 
ed partly by horsepower; rope factories, 
worked mainly by hand (a few use oxen); 
a Spanish brewerw, whichfurnishes a good 
beer; a German cement factory with seven- 
ty hands; a Swiss umbrella factory, and a 
Swiss hat factory, which makes felt and 
Straw articles, the latter out of Chinese 
Straw braid. A cotton mill with 6,000 spin- 
dies and with captital (English) of £40,000 
(3131,600) Is in process of erection. The Eu- 
ropean firms in Manila are divided as fol- 
lows: Forty-five Spanish, nineteen Ger- 
Man, seventeen English, two English and 
six Swiss brokers, two French storekeepers 
with large establishments, one Dutch and 
one Belgian. Small retail stores (forty in 
number) are kept by Chinese firms. The 
German and Swiss firms are general im- 
porters, while the export of hemp and su- 
gar, the import of domestic dry goods and 
the ship chandlery trade are in the hands 
of the English. 

“Credit from one to three months and 5 
per cent is given, while spot cash sales 
command a discount of 7 per cent. Caution 
is advised in dealing with the Chinese mer- 
chants, as Manila has no mercantile regis- 
ter like Hong Kong.

WORK OF THE YOUNG MEN’S 
CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION 

In its Thanksgiving number The Presby- 
terian Banner publishes an interesting ar- 
ticle concerning the scope of the work of 
the Young Men's Christian Association. 
In this is considerable information which 
ig not generally known. 

The Banner says: 

‘The Young Men's Christian Association 
had a small peginning, but it has attained 
immense proportions and wields a powertul 
influence tor good. Its organizauions are 
found in every part of tunis continent, all 
over Europe and in China, Japan and In- 
dia. During all the years of its existence 
it has stead/vastiy adhered to its original in- 
tention—to be a helper to the church, not 
to interfere with ecclesiastical affairs, to 
be strictiy evangelical, «o labor for the 
spiritual welfare of young men, to deter 
the tempted from evil, to rescue the fallen, 
to promote the study of the Bible and to 
bring the subjects of their care to re- 
pentance toward God and faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, leaving them ¢o connect with 
the churches of their choice, and to pro- 
mote the growth in grace and religious ac- 
tivity of those already Christians. And the 
Christian association has never been led to 
adopt any of the prevaient errors, either 
in doctrine or practice, but has stood firm- 
ly on the orthodox and evangelical plat- 
form. 

‘We do not believe that the people gen- 
erally have any adequate conception of 
the work done by the organizations of the 
Young Men’s Christian Assoctation tn this 
country, or of the iabor, seif-denial and 
liberality of their officers and members in 
¢his service. The thirty-fifth annual din- 
ner of the association, under the uuspices 
of the interrational coniumnittee, given last 
Thursday evening at the Windsor hotel, 
New York, was the occasion of bringing 
out a full statement of all the different en- 
terprises in which the national association 
is engaged and of the extent and thorough- 
ness of its different Mnes of operation. We 
know that our readers will appreciate a 
conversed account.

City, to render aid when needed in the sete 
tlement of difficult questions that may arise 
in the city and state associations, work 
over the entire country, and to promote the 
orderly growth of the whole movement. One 
secretary has in charge the development of 
evening classes, literary societies, Ifbraries 
and educational interests in general. Over 
.1,000 young men are now enrolled in these 
various classes. Uniform standard courses 
of study maintained by annual examina- 
tions have been established, with which 
seventy colleges and universities are al- 
ready in cordial co-operation. The physical 
work has two secretaries giving attention 
to an athletic league of 105 associations, 
and encouraging the best methods of pnhysi- 
cal work and training in the associations, 
500 of which haye gymnasiums. The 
taTria}] bureau has one secretary. who. with 
the co-operation of his fellow international 
and state secretaries, worke out and sug- 
physical directors 
and other paid officers, whose number now 
exceeds 1,200. The result of these efforts. 
aided by the two secretarial training 
echon's., has been the steady growth in the 
quelifications of the paid officers,

secretaries, caring for 500 associations, with 
neariv 30.0% student members. in high 
schools, colleges and professional schools, 
directing four annual conferences far 
attended this vear by more

ers and literature to the cruisers and bat- 
tleships. With the approval of the army 
and navy departmenta, a permanent es- 
tablishment of this work has been effect- 
ed on a paying basis, in both the army 
and navy. The work is* canducted by 
thirteen secretaries; three in Japan, four 
in China, five in India, and on ein Brazil. 

“The publication department has two 
secretaries, issuing 200 publications, on 
all phases of this wide and varied work 
among young men, and for genera] su- 
pervision and business administration 
there is an office force of three gecre- 
taries, besides clerks and stenographers, 
co-ordinating the whole work under the 
direction of the international committee, 
and its sub-committees and general sec- 
retary. 

“As may well be supposed, all these de- 
partm¢ nts cost money, and a good deal of 
it. [he appropriation in January, 1898, 
was for the year, $80,000. But the out- 
break of the war rendering the expendi- 
ture of large sums necessary, jn order to

BAPTISTS DISCUSS WINTER 
EVANGELICAL CAMPAIGN 


For some weeks the Baptists of New York 
city discussed plans for a winter evangell- 
cal campaign. Opinions were obtained con- 
cerning the best way from practically all 
of the pastors of the greater city. The 
decision was to hold, not large mass meet- 
ings, but services in every Baptist place of 
worship throughout the entire month of 
January. Details of each meeting were 
left to. the pastors individually, but it was 
voted to begin the work of preparations 
ammediately. This work consists in ar- 
ranging music, sermons, securing speakers, 
but more than all, in arousing members of 
the churches and getting them to let their 
friends and the people of the neighborhood 
know of the meettines. The meetings are 
to be held every night except Saturday, and 
there are enough Baptist churches in the 
city to make an aggregate of over 2.600 
evangelical services. A ‘record is to be kept 
of the accessions to the churches in order 
that comparisons may be made of this plan 
with others that have been tried. 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR HOME 
AND FOREIGN MISSIONS 


At the recent meeting of the missionary 
committee of the Methodist Episcopal 
church at Providence, R. I., a great deal 
of important business was transacted, An 
amendment to the constitution, adopted by 
the last general conference, prohibits the 
committee from appropriating for any given 
year any sum beyond the total] receipts 
for the preseding year. This fixed the limit 
at about $1,166,000, and without much debate 
this sum was fixed upon far 1899. It is then 
required that all sums needed for misce}- 
laneous purposes, including contingent and 
incidental expenses, salaries of officers and 
missionary bishops, office expenses and pub- 
lications, be deducted from this gross 
amount; $120,000 was thus deducted, leaving 
$1,046,000 to be appropriated for domestic 
and foreign missions. The rules require 
that this amount shall tlren be divided be- 
tween the home and foreign work. LKEvery 
year a battle wages at this point.

The Rev. Thomas J. League, with his 
wife, formerly Miss Florence Nightingale, 
of Louisville, are on their way home from 
China, where they have been working for 
some time under the gospel mission pian. 
This idea of independent work is gaining 
among the churches, 

Dr. A. B. Leonard, corresponding secre- 
tary of the Missionary Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, suggests. that all 
candidates who are found fitted for mission- 
ary work ‘be sent out by the society—a 
scale salary fixed for each country, with 
the understanding that they be paid in full, 
provided the church furnishes the necessary 
amount of money. If the church fails, the 
salaries and appropriations for native work 
shall be scaled down on a per cent, the 
scaling down to apply to ail employees of 
the Missionary Society, including ‘mission- 
ary bishops and secretaries. Dr. Leonard 
feels that such a course would touch both 
candidate and church, appealing to the he- 
roic spirit in the man and to Utne self-sacri- 
ficing spirit of the home churches, It would 
double the force on the field, double the 
income in ten years and prevent the society 
ever again ‘having to struggle with debt. 

The Rev. A. B. Simpson, the former 
Louisville pastor, who went to New York 
and collected more than $1,000,000 in six 
years for mission work, has adopted a new 
revenue measure for missions. At the re- 
cent convention frequent mention was 
made of the war stamp required by the 
government on bank checks, notes and pub- 
lic documents. Missionary Bannister, of 
India, suggested that a missionary stamp 
be provided to be placed on letters, and Dr. 
Simpson's board (has perfected and copy- 
righted a beautiful stamp for this purpose. 
They are sold in lots of ten to one thousand 
at one cent each. The stamps are adhesive 
and bear on their face “‘M. R.’’—missionary 
revenue—instead of ‘I. R.’’—internal reve- 
nue. All the proceeds are devoted to mis- 
sions. 


Rev. Loyal L. Wirt, missionary F ine 
Congregational Home Missionary Society 
in Alaska, appeals to Christian Endeavor 
and other church societies in behalf of men 
at Juneau, the ‘hub of the territory, during 
the jong approaching winter. He says there 
are 7,000 men there, storm-bound for five 
months, condemned to suffer from ihree 
causes—cokd, darkness and idleness, Sutf- 
fering trom cold will be met by local 
charity, and the sixteen to twenty hours 


of darkness each day is to be overcome in 
part by an immense electric lighting plant. 
Seven thousand idle men in a mining 
camp will, Mr. Wirt thinks, keep the devil 
busy in finding things to do. He is start- 
ing a sort of Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, and his appeal is for books for 
these idle men to read. He says the aver- 
age intelligence is very high, and that many 
college fraternity pins are seen within the 
saloon and prothel. He asks churches to 
hold book socials, or, better yet, for indi- 
viduals to send books prepaid by mail di- 
rect to him. 


The few socioligists who are active just 
now in an effort to help Count Tolstol raise 
a large sum of money to pay for the trans- 
portation of 10,000 or 12,000 members of a 
persecuted sect from Russia to this country 
are meeting with criticism from conseTva- 
tive men, who point out the probable fall- 
ure of the scheme at wholesale coloniza- 
tion. Several places are said to be offered 
for the experiment, one as far north as 
Manitoba and one as far south as Texas. 
The sect is said, though not on good au- 
thority, to have been started by a fol- 
lower of George Fox, but its doctrines are 
not those held by the Quakers of this 
country. It has been persecuted for above 
100 years, and now $150,000 is wanted to get 
its members, or what are left of them, out 
of Russia. About $100,000 is wanted in 
American money. The critics referred to are 
mentioning the uniform failure at coloniza- 
tion schemes such as this one. 


The report of the board of church ex- 
tension of the Methodist Episcopal chureh 
for the past year shows collections from 
conferences and other sources amounted to 
$155,452.77 The present condition of the loan 
fund is thus set forth: The entire capital 
of the loan fund, November 1, 1898, $1,043,- 
$10.12; churches borrowing have returned 
$1,169,711.26—showing aggregate for use by 
loans to date, $2,213,021.38. In this way 
3,315 different churches have been aided, 
furnishing sittings for about 965,000 hearers, 
and worth in the aggregate, nearly $12,- 


000,000. 


The Canadian Presbyterian church is 
wrestling with the perplexing problem of 
getting vacant charges speedily and hap- 
pily provided with ministers. andidating 
has becomg a sore evil, but the remedy 
does not seem to be at hand. The power 
which resides in the Presbytery seems to 
be on the wane, and the best remedy may 
be found in the revival and proper exercis®é 

f the episcopal function which belongs to 
the presbytery. Among ourselves this mat- 
ter should not be overlooked.—Christian 
Observer. 


The general summary of the American 
board of foreign missions of the Congrega- 
tionalists is encouraging. Twenty missions, 
101 stations, and places for stated preach- 
ing, 1,617. They have 169 ordained mis- 
sionaries; the total of American and native 
laborers is 3,08. Theyhave 465 churches, 
with 47,122 church members, and 69,701 Sun- 
day school scholars; with eighteen theo- 
logical seminaries and 1,139 common schools 
and nearly 47,000 scholars, and 316 students 
for the ministry. The native contributions 
for their educational departments during 
the past year was §il8,753. ‘These are en- 
couraging statistics. 

The session of the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
by terian church, of New York, has. made 
an appeal to the general assembly asking 
that the decision of the synod, directing 
the session to give a new trial to Herman 
Warszawiak shall be reversed, or €.186 
that synod shall be directed to remand the 
case of the New York Presbytery for re- 
trial instead of to the session, 


It is said that the Presbyterian board 
of foreign missions has declared itself 
ready to enter on work in the Philippine 
islands, provided the opportunity is given 
and funds contributed for that specific 
purpose. The church in Yonkers, N. Y., 
of which Dr. G. IF. Pentecost fs the pas- 
tor, ‘has contributed the first gift, $1,000, 
for tis purpose. 


The First Presbyterian church. of Phil- 
adelphia, began last Sunday the third 
ccrniury of its life. Two centuries lie be- 
hind it of completed and useful life.

THE SHELTERING ARMS 

One of the most beautiful charities in 
Atlanta—and Atlanta is justly famed for 
the number and extent of its philanthropic 
works—is the Sheltering Arms Society, an 
organization whose object is mirrored in 
its name. Far down on Marietta street, 
in the factory district, there is a roomy 
old ‘house, built shortly after the war and 


of the architecture of those times. In com- 
parison with our present conception of 
comfort, it is sadly wanting, although it 
is probably a near approach to luxury in 
the opinion of the twenty-five or thirty 
little boys and girls who live there by day 
and by night retgrn to a miserable room 


ment, which is the most important division 
and furnishes an interesting study. 

Early in the. morning the children are 
brought in and left for the day by their 
mothers, who ere obliged to work and 
would have nowhere to leave their children 
were it not for this excellent refuge. These 
women are glad to pay for the privilege—in 
fact, many of them would not otherwise 
take advantage of the offer to care for 
their chidiren—and on this account 20 cents 
a week is asked for boarding a family of 
Little ones, whether it numbers one or half 
a dozen. The reason for this is that nearly 
all the women receive the same wages in 
the factory and the mother of one child is 
really better able to pay the required 
amount than is she who has five children. 
Should any reason prevent the payment of 
this small sum, however, the fact is over- 
looked and the children are received and 
made as welcome as before, 

All day they are well cared for and those 


| who are old enough are sent to the free 
in accordance with the most advanced ideas ) 


kindergarten. A few minutes before dinner 
a bell is rung and they all prepare for th 
meal, form in Line, and outside the dining 
room door each little person has a bib ad- 
justed. Another bell is rung and the long 
line of boys and girls, none of them more 
than four or five years of age pass in to 
their places at the low tables, with their 
rews of tiny chairs. When silence is ob-

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tained all the little hands are folded and 
the childish treble voices utter a simple 
prayer in the earnest tone that is inexpres- 
sibly touching as it proceeds from the lips 
and ‘hearts of these little children, who are 
themselves affecting reminders of the love 
and dharity which exists in the hearts of 
the men and women, their benefactors. 

When grace ig said, the children are 
given a hearty, healthy dinner, and as 
they finish they very politely ask and are 
given permission to retire. At one table are 
seated the girls four or five years old, and 
they form a pretty group. At the head 
is a little Syrian, with curly black hair 
and bright, laughing eyes. She could speak 
no English when she first came to the 
home, but being a female, she quickly 
learned how to talk to ‘her little playmates 
and is now an independent little American. 
Then there is the ‘‘cry baby.’’ She does 
not wail, nor does sfie tear one’s heart by 
sad, silent weeping—there is no appearance 
of sadness, or of the realization of pover- 
ty in these children; they rather have the 
air of owning the institution—but she utters 
a series of healthy, bad-tempered tones 
that are not always musical, but are re- 
ceived by her little mates with patience and 
resignation, as though this “continuous 
performance” were a part of the day’s pro- 
gramme as necessary and disagreeabie as 
the dally bath. 

Across the room are the MKIiittle boys, 
healthy, happy speciments of young Amer- 
fea, and at a third table three larger girls 
sit, with the head nurse, who has on each 
side of her a two-year-old baby, whom she 
conscientiously serves with all that is good 
for them, These two members of this in- 
teresting assembiy aie borne into the room 
in the arms of the colored ‘‘mammy,’’ Ta- 
bitha Johnson. This comfortable-looking, 
motherly nurse is a valuable acquisition to 
the household and the children whom she 
helps to care for enjoy a privilege the like 
of which !s looked back upon with fond 
remembrance by many of the old aristo- 
crats of Georgia. Tabitha—accent on the 
second syllable; if you please—possesses 
that old-fashioned dignity and condescen- 
sion which this class learned from the peo- 
ple they served in the old days, characteris- 
tics which make them the most zealous pro- 
tectors and frtends, for they feel and act 
as though the mere fact of their being 
placea { charge of the young generation 
should procure respect and extraordinary 
privilege for their charges and themselves, 

The appearance of the cook argues well 
in favor of the culinary department, and 
the sight of one of the meals placed be- 
fore hungry human diners is eonvincing 
proof of the integrity of this establishment. 

Upstairs are the bedrooms and the nur- 
sery, where the children play, and on Sat- 
urday have their sewing class. There 
are now two babies in this room, one 
four months old and the other, a Syrian, 
not much older. By the fire a little crip- 
pled boy sits all day, with a cheerful smile 
for all comers, for it is the only way he 
can help others, since he cannot leave the 
room. 

The children’s bedrooms are neatly fit- 
ted up, and look as comfortable and home- 
like as limited means will allow. The 
“Stranger’s Room” is a spare apartment 
for any woman who, not being able to ob- 
tain a night’s lodging elsewhere, applies 
for it here. The clothing which is donated 
fs neatly kept in closets for the purpose 
and no request for garments or food is 
ever refused, as long as there is any in 
the house. 

Mrs. Langford, the matron, ts a woman 
of beautiful character, and the children of 
the establishment have a second mother 
in this noble woman, whose life is devoted 
to their care, through purely charitable 
and disinterested motives. She watches 
anxiously for their every need, and is as 
indulgent and thoughtful as their own 
mothers could be. 

Every Saturday afternoon, Mrs. de Graf- 
fenreld, chatrinan of the sewing section, 
gives the children an hour's lesson in sew- 
ing, and the pupils show themselves de- 
lighted with the work. They are taught 
to make their own elothes, but naturally 


most of their garments are furnished by 
the ladies of the society. Their tasks are 
made so easy and pleasant for them that 
some of the pupils have been known to 
walk five miles to attend the lesson, 

Miss Holliday, the chairman of the cloth- 
ing section, with her committee, furnishes 
all the clothing for the institution, and 
when she is notified of any person outside 
in need of what she can supply they are 
immediately sought out and their require- 
ments satisfied as nearly as possible. 

The flower section, of which Miss Eliza- 
beth Venable is chairman, is most valuable, 
since besides accomplishing its own direct 
object, it introduces the way for the work 
of the other sections. Once a week, spme 
of the members of this committee accum- 
pany Miss Venable on her visits with 
flowers, and their kindly intention is un- 
derstovud and met with grateful apprecia- 
tion by many people who would not thank 
the ladies for a gift more nearly reéem- 
bling absolute charity. In their attempt 
to bring a breath of the country into the 
dark, unwholesome atmosphere of the 
crowded tenements which these people call 
‘“*homeés,”’ the ladies find opportunity also 
to provide many necessities which would 
not be accepted had not the perfumed blos- 
s0ms first opened the way to much needed 
Sympathy and charity. 

The visiting section, of which Miss Susie 
-Oliver is chairman, makes regular visits to 
Sick and afflicted people who have no 
other friends to encourage and assist them, 
and these cases are often relieved by the 
diet section, which furnishes the delicate 
food prescribed by physicians. Mrs. Kelly 
is the efficient chairman of this depart- 
ment, and although it is a new section, 
much has already been accomplished in its 
name. Mrs. Neiler is the chairman of the 
housefurnishing section, and with her com- 
mittee supplies the furnishings for the 
headquarters of the society. 

Mrs. Frank Logan, the president of the 
Sheltering Arms, is untiring not only in 
that part of the work which ds required 
of her position, but she is interested in 
the work of each division and assists her 
committee.in an invaluable manner. 

The other officers of this society—Mrs. 
Preston Arkwright, vice president; Miss 
Susie Oliver, treasurer, and Miss - Mollie 
Courtney, secretary—are well known for 
the scope and benefit of their efforts in 
behalf of the institution and their inde. 
fatigable zeal in making successful all the 
enterprises for the maintenance of the 
charity has invariably met with most flat- 
tering results, These ladies are ably as- 
sisted by the large membership of the go- 
clety, among whom Miss Ella Powell and 
Miss Margaret Newman are prominent and 
valuable workers in the interests of the 
home. Recently one hundred associate 
members have been secured and this num- 
ber includes some of Atlanta’s most be- 
nevolent. and public-spirited men.

reforms are necessary for the 
society and the amelioration of the 
tion of women less favored than : 
selves. They are interested in everything 
that pertains to the welfare of their sex 
and there is no question upon which they 
are moré united than upon that relating 
to the condition of wage-earning women 
and children. They believe that one of the 
greatest blots upon our intelligence and 
civilization is the fact that within the 
borders of our state, in the midst of thou- 
sands of churches, charities and schools, 
there are hundreds of women and children 
working fin the mills, standing from 6 
o'clock in the morning to” 6 
o'clock in the afternoon, with forty min- 
utes intermission for dinner. Boys and 
girls fifteen years old who can neither read 
nor spell their own names. tiuman ma- 
chines, with little left beyond the capacity 
for endurance and suffering; all chained 
to the looms by a system of practical sla- 
very, with no chance of escape, no hope 
of release until life is over. These women 
and children appeal to us by their helpless- 
ness, their poverty, their ignorance. I say 
it in all pity and love. Now can they be 
otherwise than ignorant while we have no 
law of compulsory education, when chil- 
dren begin at eight years of age the work 
that saps the blood of life. ‘Human nature 
4s weak and poverty a hard master,’ and 
when poor parents whose minds. have 
grown narrow and hard in the fierce strug- 
gle for existence, weigh the 45 cents a day 
the child earns in factory against the 
benefits derived from education, the school 
geems an expensive luxury and the child 
enters upon its bondage. There seems no 
other place but in the mills for these il- 
literate white people except laboring in 
the fields, where they would be compelled 
to toil side by side with the negro. There- 
fore we find generation after generation 
of the same pale-faced factory operatives 
living and dying in sight of the tall smoke- 
stacks and in sound of the moaning ma- 
chinery. 

“We cannot agree with our lawmakers 
who say by their words and deeds that 
the time has not yet come to enact laws 
regulating the number of hours women 
and little children must stand and work 
in the factories and the age at which chil- 
dren tegin factory work. We cannot agree 
with them because they are elected by the 
people to guard the welfare of the people; 
not the men only, but the woe 
men and children, and the laws of justice 
and humanity demang that something Ve 
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dore to help these people who are too 

weak to lift a hand in their own defense. 
“It is supreme im»vortanee that we estab- 
lish kindergarten schools in the factory 
districts. In the minds of these people there 
is an inborn prejudice against the pubile 
schools and if we can by Kindergarten 
schools interest the children in study, there 
is some hope of their entering the public 
schools when they reach the school age. 
3ut the most important result of the 
schools is shown in the ¢mprovement in 
general in the morals of that part of the 
eorumunity. The children take home with 
eas of cleanliness, order, obedience 
truthfulness, which are the very foun- 

nes in the making of good, law

are remarkable, as they show 
a small per.cent of the children go

‘‘Now, what of that vast army of wage- 
earning women’ who are daily fighting 
against so many odds—our dressmakers and 
sewing women, our miiliners and shop 
girls, those who sit at desks and typewrit- 
ers in our business olfices, our pubiic 
school teachers and our newspaper wo- 
men? 

‘Some have been accustomed always to 
toil and spin and help in the support of 
their families. Others find themselves sud- 
denly forced to assume responsibilicies and 
bear financial burdens for which they are 
unprepared, Rarely if ever do we find 
in the ranks of bread-wiianers ene who is 
there save from necessity. Reverses are 
apt to come to us in our busy life. The 
man. who ts rich today may be poor to- 
morrow and the daughter born to the pur- 
ple may unexpectedly find herself reduced 
to wearing hodden gray. ‘There is no in- 
superable barrier between the woman be- 
fore the counter and the woman behind it. 
A turn of the wheel and the positions are 
reversed and each looking at life from 
another standpoint. But, women of the 
Georgia federation, I bring you a message 
today from the toilers themselves, a mes- 
sage to you as individuals. I have been 
among those of every class I have men- 
tioned. and they have all told me the 
same thing, though in different words. 

“What they ask at the hands of edu- 
cated women, of wealthy women, of wo- 
men of influence, {sg just a practical appli- 
cation of the golden rule. They ask not 
for patronage, but for sympathy and a 
chance to win their way. 

“If we look at things from the stand- 
point the bread-winners, perhaps we 
will discover some of the causes why so 
many efforts puc forth in their behalf have 
failed, 

“Now, does it seem quite fair from the 
standpoint of the dressmakers and milll- 
ners that women who can do so shoulda 
always send to the north or abroad for 
their gowns and bonnets, thereby helping 
he working women a thousand or more 
miles away, while those working women 
at home in whom we are greatly interested 
Veinly d@sk for work? 

“Then again, from what the sewing wo- 
men tell me, it seems a custom for many 
women of all stations in life to complain at 
the prices charged for plain sewing. This 
very hard from the sewing-wo- 
man’s point of view, as she is compelled 
to accept What {fs offered her, as it is this 
or nothing, and the wolf must be kept from 
the door. 

“It seems our duty to give this work to 
women of our coior, even if it costs a frac- 
tion more, as it costs them more to Hve in 
respectability. 1 bclieve it is right for us 
to refuse patronize merchants who 
do not permit their shopgirls to sit down 
when not engaged and who will not ciose 
their stores at 6 o'clock ia summer. This 
is a part of the work of the Consumers’ 
League in New York. It is not kind, from 
the shopgiris’ standpoint, for the women 
with their time'at their own disposal, to go 
into the stores iate in the afternoon when 
the goods have been put away for the night, 
thereby requiring the girls to do double 
duty at a time when they had hoped fora 
rest.

ATLANTA, GA., November 27, 1898. 
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Not Quite So Inconsistent. 

The Constitution, noticing a few days 
ago a revival of the effort to fight the 
university, took occasion to oppose it 
and to declare that such policy should be 
brought to a close. 

The Macon News thereupon says this: 


, 


We warned The Atlanta Constitution that | 


its policy of “retrenchment” would run 
away with it before long, and sure enough 
here comes The Constitution with a vigor- 
ous protest against any interference with 
the g6tate university. The Constitution very 
truthfully says the university is Georgia’s 
proudest educational monument; it is the 
center around which al! other educational 
institutions must be giuthered; it holds out 
the beacon light of progress; it should be 
upheld and sustained by all; it is the means 
by which we are to break through the 
gloom of ignorance which prevails! 

The Constitution declares that it has been 
s0 often demonstrated that higher educa- 
tion is a prime necessity in order to dissem- 
inate more generally that education which 
the people should have, that it is idle to re- 
fer to it. 

To all of which we heartily subscribe; but 
why not say as much for the common 
schools of the state? It is there the foun- 
dation is laid for that higher education for 
which The Constitution appeals. One is as 
important as the other. 

We hesitate to make a point on the unl- 
versity at all, because we are as much 
opposed as anyone to any sort of legisla- 
tion that will take away from that insti- 
tution one dollar that it now receives. But 
we are equally insistent that the state's 
common echool system shall also be pre- 
served. We submit that The Constitution 
is somewhat inconsistent in its position, al- 
though we have no doubt that it means well 
in both instances. 

The Constitution takes this occasion 
to say that an investigation will show 
that no such inconsistency exists. The 
state owes the university $8,000 a year, 
which it is bound to pay, and about the 
payment of which there can be no con- 
troversy. In addition to this the state 
has, for a number of years, been mak- 
ing appropriations for specific purposes, 
the item in the appropriation bill of last 
year being $22,500. ‘This year the uni- 
versity mot only scales but goes further 


and abolishes its claim altogether! 


It is not asking the state for a sin- 
ele dollar! 

The public schools, of course, could 
not be expected to take so radical a 
step ag this, but that item for their sup- 
port must furnish some part of the re- 
duction which is necessary to bring our 
expenditures within our receipts. 

That is all, and it seems to us to be 
very reasonabie.

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A State Fair. 

‘A correspondent, impressed by the 
guccess of Editor Mclntosh’s Hay fair 
at Albany, writes to suggest that it 
would be an easy matter for some of the 
leading spirits of Atlanta, men who 
bring to their daily business in the city 
@ consuming fondness for the country 
and ali things pertaining thereto, to 
organize an exhibition and a display 
such as has attracted public attention 
and interest in Albany. 

The suggestion reminds us that the 
State Agricultural Society, that time- 
honored organization which links 
the present generation with the 
past, has not _ for some time 
made a display of the resources and 
influence of its membership. It seems 
to us that it would be wise and alto- 
gether timely for this society to ar- 
range for a state fair to be held in At- 
Janta next fall. We have here beautiful 
and ample grounds and buildings already 
in a state of preparation. We believe that 
such an exhibition would be successful 
from every point of view. 

The times are hard, we know, and 
those who sell cotton at 4 cents a pound 
are not in a humor to exploit their guec- 
cess aS agriculturalists. Neveriheless, 
the fair would serve as an excuse for 
calling the farmers of this state together 
to consult the ways and means of meet- 
ing the extraordinary conditions which 
have resulted from the efforts of the 
money power to establish the gold stand- 
ard. Some measure must be taken 
to meet the emergencies of the case, 
and, as in the multitude of counsel there 
is wisdom, so we think that a meeting 
of the farmers, with the state fair as 
a nucleus, would go far toward sug- 
gesting some change or some course of 
conduct that would enable them to 
weather the storm. 

. In England, the agricultural interests 
have been deliberately sacrificed to those 
of the commercial] and financial classes. 
The rulers have done this with their 
eyes open, knowing precisely what the 
result would be. In this country, the 
financial and business interests of the 
east are endeavoring to promote the 
same result, but they are going about 
it blindly. They are succeeding to 
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some extent; slowly the gold stand- 
ard is crushing the producing classes, 
degrading their labor by making it non- 
productive, and taking away the value 
of their property. But it is beyond 
reason to believe that the effort will 
have any more than a temporary suc- 
cess. 

In England the agricultural interests 
have for many years been an insignifi- 
can part of the whole, and it was an 
easy matter to sacrifice them; but in this 
country the agricultural interests are 
the fountain of the nation’s prosperity. 
They and the interests which depend 
on them for support and prosperity con- 
stitute an overwhelming majority of the 
whole people. It may be that this 
overwhelming majority may be induced 
to accept present conditions as perma- 
nent and inevitable, but such a thing is 
hardly conceivable. 

We say, therefore, what we have said 
so many times before during the past 
dozen years or more, that it is idle for 
farmers and the producing classes to ex- 
pect better times under the operations of 
the gold standard; it is folly to talk 
about it. And yet, we think it would 
be wise for them to recognize existing 
facts, and to endeavor, (each individual 
according to his lights, and the whole 
body in the wisdom of counsel) to 
ameliorate present conditons as much as 
possible, even while pledging opposition 
to the cause thereof, 

This is why we think a state fair In 
the near future, constituting a display of 
our agricultural resources, would go far 
in many directions toward shedding 
light on the present situation and il- 
luminating the dark places. It would 
present a favorable opportunity far con- 
sultation, comparison, suggestion; it 
would afford occasion for the exchange 
of opinion with regard to the smal] econ- 
omies and the detail of individual ex- 
periments; and the result could not fail 
to be profitable to each individual. More 
than that, the fair would show the real 
results of those experiments in econo- 
my which the emergencies of the gold 
standard have rendered absolutely nec- 
essary. 

The Constitution, therefore, suggests 
that the authorities of the State Agri- 
cultural Society take steps to hold a 
state fair at Piedmont park next year. 
They will have ample time for all prep- 
arations that are necessary. They will 
find Atlanta behind them in the matter. 
The agricultural exhibits to be made 
should be such as look toward a reduc- 
tion of expenditures in household and 
on the farm, especially on the farm, 
where the greatest drain is to be found. 
The cultivation of our native grasses 
should be promoted by devoting a large 
space in the display to home-made hay. 

Georgia can be easily made the great- 
est hay-producing state in the country, 
and the promotion of this would go far 
toward relieving the heaviest of the 
conditions imposed on the farmer by the 
gold standard. Hay is a money crop, 
too. There is always a market for it, 
and this market will widen and extend, 
for the cultivation of grasses leads in- 
evitably to the raising of beef cattle for 
market, and in Georgia we have the 
widest field for that business. 

These are merely hasty suggestions. 
The main thing is the state fair. which 
will enable our farmers to come togeth- 
er, and compare notes and reason to- 
gether.

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Evils We Overlook. 

fin this season of thanksgiving, whem 
those who are comfortable can well af- 
ford to wrap themselves up in the en- 
joyments of their situation, the evils in 
our midst, which we habitually overlook, 
take on more prominence. 

We have all around us conditions as 
well as theories—situations for which to 
be thankful as well as dangers about 
which we should be solicitous. While 
the people of Georgia were gathered 
together in thanksgiving hospitality, re- 
joicing over the blessings of health and 
peace and good will, the fact that cot- 
ton was less than 5 cents a pound was 
almost forgotten, and in the good cheer 
which spoke congratulations from eye 
to eye, there was a happiness almost 
too deep to suspect the existence of 
misery and-of danger. And yet the 
pages of The Constitution, which told 
the story next day of how our people 
had met at their happy boards, carried 
another story—one startling, suggestive 
and well calculated to call forth the 
most earnest talk and endeavor of the 
whole people. That story told of a 
poor motber, one whose way was check- 
ered perhaps, but a mother still, whose 
destination was the county chaingang. 
Sad enough would the story have been, 
ended right here—but the saddest re- 
mains yet to be told. Clinging to her 
skirts was a seven-year-old boy, who 
had nowhere else to go. TI riendless, 
homeless, as utterly alone amid the 
throngs of this great city as though his 
lot had been cast in the midst of Sa- 
hara, there was but one object in the 
world which anchored him, and that 
was the poor mother whose footsteps 
were directed toward misery and penal- 
ty. The boy went with his mother. 
He entered the abode of crime and of 
punishment; he became the companion 
of those so unutterably vile that au- 
thority had to curb their liberty. There 
his youthful eyes beheld what must 
have impressed his mind as the heroes 
of the human race—men and women 
whose talk was of wickedness, of sin, of 
resistance to law, and of everything 
which degrades and minimizes manhood. 
The report goes on to say that he at 
once felt at home in this uncanny place; 
that it gave him a touch of life, an in- 
terest in humanity and an inspiration 
for emulation which he had never had 
the chance to exercise before. Thus 
was cast 2 babe among criminals—inno- 
cence to be soiled by contact with dev- 
ilishness,. and a few years hence, when 
society may be startled by the commis- 
sion of some crime which will shock 
the heart and thrill the blood, the ques- 
tion will be asked: “‘Can such a thing 
be possible in a Christian land?” 

Yes, dear Christians, who read these 
lines this morning, not only are such 
things possible in this land and in this 
century, but in Atlanta, in Macon, in 
Savannah, in Augusta—in every town 
and county throughout the broad limits 
of these states, there are schools where 
youth is inured to crime, and wherein 
hearts are so hardened that not all the 
apostolic eloquence of ghostly men can 
soften them ever afterward. This is 
a story upon which much more might 
be written. It is one which could not 
be exhausted by description nor 
strengthened by argument. It stands 
up in its full height shocking, appaling 
and tremendous in the menace which it 
holds for the future. 

While our statesmen are spending the 
public money, and while they are often 
moved by political influences to give 
more than they should in first one cause 
and then another, here is painted the 


| picture of that great under-current of 
human misery which is réached neither 
by religious effort nor by political vi- 
gils. It ig a growing class of crime. 
Not so large now, but like the small 
cloud at sea, large enough to give prom- 
ise of that terrible storm and wreck 
which will . burst upon the -‘com- 
munity later. Before the state interests 
itself in the children of those who have 
parents to take care of them, it should 
first provide for the homeless and the 
helpless. The establishment of a state 
reformatory, even at the expense of 
every other item in the entire appropri- 
atign bill, should be an emergent and an 
instant work. Such scenes as these 
should not fail to move good people 
to action in order that if we cannot es- 
tablish enough schools for the well-to- 
do, we can at Jeast establish homes and 
schools for those who otherwise will 
grow up into a hardened and impene- 
trable criminal class. 
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An Editor’s Folly. 

The Chicago Chronicle, a newspaper 
which affects democracy from the stand- 
point of the late billbynum party, prints 
the following comment on the measure 
which has been introduced in the legis- 
lature of Georgia for the purpose of 
testing the constitutionality of the ten 
per cent tax on state bank issues: 

The appearance of the state of Georgia 
as the most persistent champion of staie 
bank issues affords an impressive example 
of the triumph of blind folly and prejudice 
over the teachings of experience. In the 
ol@ days no state of the union suffered 
more than Georgia from wildcat bank is- 
sues of paper currency. Yet she insists 
upon having her flesh lacerated by more 
wildcats for no better reason than because 
the better currency of the present day 
originated with the hated “yankees,” as 
they are pleased to call the people who 
®bjected to the disruption of the unton. 

The man who puts his pen to guch 
Stuff as that is unfit to belong even to 
the late billbynum _ party. Georgia 
never has suffered from gtate bank is- 
Sues in any shape or form except the 
lack of them. There was at one time 
a loose law on the statute book which 
permitted private banks to issue notes. 
But the notes of the institutiong char- 
tered by the state, the Bank of Savannah, 
the Georgia State bank, were as good as 
gold anywhere in the trading world. 
They were good in New York, in Liver- 
pool and wherever the shippers and im- 
porters of this country had dealings. 
No one ever lost a dollar by means of 
these. The wildcat troubles were far- 
ther west and were the result of legisla- 
tion by men as unfit to make laws as 
the Chicago editor is to edit a democrat- 
ic newspaper. 

The concluding sentence of the para- 
graph we have quoted shows his caliber 
very accurately. We do not object to 
the greenbaks, but to the lack of them. 
We like them so well that we would be 
glad to have more of them. (‘They are 
better currency than the state bank notes 
would be, for the simple reason that the 
bank notes could not be made a legal 
tender. Nobody could be compelled to 
take. it. Its popularity as currency 
would have to depend entirely on the 
confidence of the public in the character 
and integrity of those who would man- 
age the state institutions. 

As for the sectional suggestion in re- 
gard to the “hated yankees,” it is not 
worthy of notice. We refer to it only 
to call attention to the fact that there 
are to be found, even in this day and 
generation men capable of such utter- 
ances. So far as the Georgia movement 
is concerned we should be in favor of it 
even if we were opposed to state banks of 
issue. We do not believe the federal 
government is justified in destroying 
by taxation the right of communities 
and individuals to use their own re- 
sources as the basis of a local currency. 
The constitutional test should be applied 
in this, as in all cases where there is 
doubt, wholly irrespective of the ques- 
tion whether the issue of state bank 
notes is. good policy or bad. 

We are of the opinion that such an is- 
sue would be a great relief to the peo- 
ple at this time—to the people who 
have been stripped of nearly ail their 
possessions by the gold standard, and 
who, as a result of the great decline in 
values and prices, are now suffering 
from the evils of a chronic currency 
famine. 

The element for which the Chicago 
editor stands will presently be found 
denouncing the greenbacks as a vicious 
currency, and he will advocate their re- 
tirement and the substitution therefor of 
bank notes. The people of Georgia and 
The Constitution will be found defending 
the greenbacks and opposing their retire- 
ment. 

But it seems to be a waste of time to 
comment on the remarks of a man so 
fatuons as the Chicago editor shows him- 
self to be.

Immediately after the preliminary bust- 
ness of the house was concluded 
yesterday, Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, ad- 
dressed the chair for the purpose of cun- 
tradicting certain statements which the af- 
ternoon paper quoted him as making in 
the course of Friday’s debate on the Ful- 
ton county bills. With respect to Lis con- 
versation with Governor Candler, he de- 
clared that he did not credit Governor 
Candler with saying that he objected to 
tie original bills, but merely with saying 
that the amendments proposed by the 
senate were perfectiy agreeable to him. 
“In justice to both Governor Candler and 
myself,”” suid Mr. Knowles, “I feel called 
upon to make this denial of the state- 
ments contained in the afternoon paper.”’ 
He furthermore declared that he fel con- 
straifed to resent the language used in 
the headlines of the article dealing with 
the sanfe debate. When he had made this 
statement in the dignified tone of equa- 
nimity which is characteristic of him, Mr. 
Knowles quietly resumed his seat. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, who next ob- 
tained the floor, sent to the clerk’s desk a 
resolution directing the cierk to have pub- 
lished daily 200 copies of the calendar in 
order that the members of the house might 
be duly apprised of the status of bills in 
which they were interested. 

Another resolution introduced by Mr. Cal- 
vin, of Richmond, provides that after 
Wednesday, November 30th, the session of 
the house shall extend from 9 a. m, to l 
Pp. m. Both resolutions were laid on the 
table for the day under the rules of the 
house. 

Brief reports were submitted by Mr. Dun- 
of Houston, chairman of the com- 
mittee on corporations. Mr. Elis, of Bibb, 
chairman of the special judiciary com- 
mittee; Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, chairman 
of the committee on ways and means, and 
Mr. Jordan, of Jasper, chairman of the 
committee on general agriculture. 

On motion of Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, 
the tax bill introduced by Speaker Little 
was taken up and read for the second time 
and 300 copies of the same were ordered 
to be printed for the benefit of the mem- 
bers. 

Several local bills were next read for the 
last time and passed by the house. Then 
followed some eight or ten senate bills, 
which were read for the first time and 
referred to appropriate committees. Sena- 
tor Steed’s bill to require railroads to pro- 
vide separate sleeping apartments for white

The Nicaragua Canal.

The general judiciary committee on last 
Friday afternoon decided@ to favorably re- 
port the bill of Mr. Lane, of Sumter, to 
reduce the salaries paid to railroad com- 
missioners in this state. The sub-commit- 
tee to which the bill had been referred 
early in the session reported iteback ad- 
versely to the general committee and it 
looked for some time as if it were destined 
to find lodgment in the graveyard of legis- 
lative measures, but such did not prove 
to be the fate of the bill at the hands of 
the general committee, Originally the bill 
é6ought to reduce the salaries in question 
from $2,300 each to $2,000 for the chairman 
of the board and $1,7% for the associate 
members; but when the matter came up on 
Friday afternoon he was permitted to 
amend the bill by fixing the salaries uni- 
formly at $2,000 each. Before action was 
taken in the matter the general committee 
listened to statements from Hon. Spencer 
R. Atkinson and Hon. Thomas C. Cren- 
shaw, railroad commissioners, asking that 
the salaries be kept at the same figures. 
They both stated that the duties incumbent 
upon them -were arduous in character and 
that the salaries were none too large in 
view of the work which they were called 
upon to perform. Mr. Lane, of Sumter, the

BEING THE FIRST TRUTHFUL ACCOUNT 
OF THE BATTLE OF PEARL RIVER. 


Visitors to Pearl River, Miss., who are 
not sO numerous asto require the presence 
of a professional guide, are usually directed 
by the native population to a section of 
damaged real estate along the banks of 
that historic stream, where the ground is 
torn up, trees are uprooted and the land- 
scape generally seems to indicate a hostile 
meeting between an earthquake and a cy- 
clone. 

“It wuz right yere,” the native popula- 
tion will say, “whar them men cum 
t’gether, and ef they didn’t fit an’ fight and 
fought, then I'll be—lynched. Say, strang- 
er, it wuz bee-eu-tiful.” 

“Pretty nice scrap, eh?” 

“Scrap? Naw, it wuz a holoscope, that’s 
what hit were. It were the dangest, dog- 
gondest, high-firedest hifilutenist come- 
across thet ever happened in Mississippi, an’ 
that’s the truth. Why, there ought ter be 
a monnyment here seventy mile high, just 
ter let folks know the spot. An’ that’s the 
truth again!’ 

By which time the native population will 
have become so over-wrought with emotion 
that he will reach for his jug, and then it 
will require extreme patience and quick wit 
to get the whole story out of him, for he 
increases in incoherence so rapidly that 
most folks go away with only a vague idea 
that somewhere and sometime there had 
been a considerable disturbance in the vi- 
cinity, the exact nature of which is dimned 
in history and the robust extract of Missis- 
sippi corn, But in the interest of truth and 
in order to help out the blographers of two 
great men, who at some future time will 
need the real facts, I herewith tell the tale 
as it was told to me—yesterday, 


Aonmg the me who enlisted in the Thirty- 
fourth Georgia volunteers, in the early 
’60s, was a husky young chap who could 
talk Greek and Latin, swear like a pirate, 
fight like the devil and take care of him- 
self under any and all circumstances. He 
was so good a soldier that he won rapid 
promotion, and just when things were be- 
coming interesting from a military stand- 
point he was made captain of company H, 
of the Thirty-fourth, although in point of 
size he wasn’t bigger than the present gov- 
eronor of Georgia. His regiment, in the 
6pring of '62, was in camp on Pearl river, 
which stream it had reached after a 
forced march of several days, and officers 
and men alike, utterly worn out, stopped 
to take a much-needed rest. They spread 
thelr wet clothes out on honeysuck:ie 
bushes to dry, built big fires and curled 
themselves up under whatever. protection 
that either nature or their own ingenuity 
provided. 

One morning the captain of company H 
Was awakened by his orderly, who said 
that a stranger was in camp and had ac- 
cused one of the Thirty-fourth of stealing 
his army blanket. The stranger was 
brought forward, and appeared in the shape 
of a lean, hungry-eyed youth, with a con- 
federate uniform three sizes too big for 
him and no shoes. The alleged culprit was 
also produced, and as he shambled into the 
tent the captain recognized his first ser- 
geant, John L. Cartledge, of the well-known 
family of that name and an elder ‘tn the 
Presbyterian church. Blankets were not 
plentiful in those days, and it was more 
dangerous to steal one then than it is in 
modern times to mistake the identity of a 
horse in Arizona. 

“John,” said the captain reproachfully, 
“did you steal this gentleman’s blanket?” 

“Nope,” said John. 

“He did,’’ said the stranger, 

“Didn’t,”’ said John. 

The captain sent for the disputed garment 
and after close inspection was able to iden- 
tify it as one which his command had cap- 
tured from the yankees up in Tennessee. 


He returned it to Sergeant Cartledge, and 
told the stranger to go--hence. 

*‘You've got no right to this blanket, and 
you know it,’’ said the captain. 

“I don’t know any such durned thing,” 
retorted the plaintiff, bitterly. ‘“‘He’s lied 
in the first place and you've swore to it, 
that’s what!’’ 

“Eh?” queried the captain,

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A PEN WITH A HISTORY. 


Record Extends from the Mayflower 


to Grant. 

Isaac B. Reed, of this city, is the pos- 
wessor of some rare souvenirs, which are 
closely entwined with our national history, 
from colonial times to the days of the 
civil war. Mr. Reed's ancestors came over 
with Miles Standish, and he is a lineal 
descendant of Uzal Knapp, the last sur- 
vivyor of Washington's old body guard, 
who, as the inscription on his monument 


j at Newburg tells us, departed this life in

1856, at the ripe old age of 103. 

Mr. Reed was an intimate friend of Gen- 
eral John A. Dix, and at the outbreak of 
the war secured, through General Dix, an 
introduction to Salmon P. Chase, with 
whom he negotiated the printing of the 
United States bonds by a New York ban« 
note company. 

Mr. Chase expressed to Mr. Reed his be- 
lief that it would be difficult to dispose of 
the bonds, as he feared a war loan would 
not be a popular one, and asked him what 
he would do in the case if he were secre- 
tary of the treasury. 

“TI should merely give them a little more 
interest,” said Mr. Reed. “‘You just give 
them seven and three-tenths per cent in- 
terest, instead of seven, and you will see 
the public ecramble for ¢hem.”’ 

The idea of giving 7.20 per cent interest, 
0 that accrued interest per day could 
readily be computed—7.30 being just twice 
$65 days—struck Secretary Chase as being 
@ bright one, and was adopted. Some 
years afterwards, during the last of the 
business relations which Mr. Reed hada 
with the government regarding the print- 
ing of bonds, Secrctary Chase tock him to 
President Lincoln and said: “Mr. Presi- 
dent, JT wish to introduce to you the fa- 
ther of the 7.30 bonds,” and he told Mr. 
TAncoln how the idea had been suggested 
by Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Reed having expressed a desire to 
visit the different government departments, 
President Lincoln wrote on a slip of pa- 
per: 

“Please extend to the bearer every pos- 
sible courtesy in visiting the departments, 

“LINCOLN.” 

As he handed this note to Mr. Reed the 
president sald: 

“Mr. Reed, if there 1g any favor I can 
do for you, now is the time to ask for it.” 

“Mr. President, you have been very kind 
to me,” responded Mr. Reed, “and there is 
no favor 1 can think of, unless I might be 
bold enough to ask you to make me a pres- 
ent of that pen which I saw you sign this 
paper with.”’ 

Mr. Lincoln did not accept the suggestion 
kindly. With a serious and hesitating air, 
he replied: 

“T hardly think you realize the nature of 
your request. That pen is a souvenir with 
quite a history, and was presented to me 
in such a way that I can hardly part with 
it. In his early days, Washington was a 
civil engineer and surveyor, and when he 
was elected president of the United States 
@ patriotic women’s society of Virginia 
presented him with a quaintly carved box 
for holding the lenses of his surveying in- 
struments. It was duly set forth and au- 
thenticated that this box was made from 
the.tid of the captain's deck of the Muay- 


fio Wer. 

“after the death of Washington part of 
this lens box found its way back into the 
hands of the patriotic women Oo! Virginia, 
and upon my election they presentca me 
with two pens, accompanicd by certain 
preamble and compiimentary Tesosulions, 
showing that these pens were curved trom 
@ portion of that lens box which belonged 

George Washington.’ 
ot was so overcome by the president's 
earnest manner,’ Mr. Reed said, in telling 
the story, “that I] felt 1 had made an un- 
geemly and extravagantly oOulrageous Te- 
quest, and became so proiuse in my 4polo~ 
gies and excuses that Uhe president became 
more embarrassed than ever, and reaily 
must have supposed i was offended by his 
refusal, as 1 was so anxious to get away. 

‘“Bee here’ he suddenly exclaimed, with 
one of his characteristic outbursts of good

Lady Clementine Hay is the editor, and 
she publishes it in the interests of the 
Scottish Children's League of Pity recently 
founded and Which the first member 
was the lady Alexandra Duff, granddaugh- 
ter of the princess of Wales: Princess Eva 
of ®attenburg is another royal member, 
just enrolled. 

To do all they can to help suffering 
children and make them happy ts the ob- 
ject of the league. The members are di- 
vided into aides, each circle deciding for 
tself what plans it shall adopt to carry 
out the objects of the league and what 
subscription its members shall contribute. 

An entrance fee of 6 pence—English 
money—is required, and members, of which 
the greater number live itn Scotland, al- 
though there are branches in various other 
places, are kept in touch with the work of 
the society by “City Sparrows.”’

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MILTON’S GRAVE IS UNKNOWN. 


Story of the Alleged Desecration of 
His Tomb Recalled. 


From The London Mail. 


At the present time, when the proposed 
Druce exhumation jooms so largely 
the topics of the day, it may not be out of 
place to unearth, so to speak, little 
known story of the supposed discovery of 
the remains of Milton. On August 4, 1790, 
the neighborhood of St. Giles’, Cripple- 
gate, was thrown into a state of excitement 
and indignation by the news that the body 
of Milton, buried just 116 years before, had 
during some repairs to the church been 
found beneath in the chancel. 

ihe corpse was in a leaden coffin, which 
was broken open by disturbing ghouls, and 
the remains were exposed to view, hundreds 
Visitors crowding to 6ee the 
ghastly sight. Two vestrymen sold locks 
of the hair and some of the teeth of the 
venerated poet, disposing also of his lower 
jaw. his right hand and his ribs. One of 
these officehoide re, Whose names are men- 
tioned in an account of the shocking trans- 
action given in The London Review of the 
day, was a gin seller and the other a pawn- 
broker. 

The ubiquitous journalist stepped forward 
and forthwith wrote a pamphlet upon the 
subject, describing the corpse and its treat- 
ment, and at once—as

The body disinterred was that of a small 
person with dark brown jhair, whereas Mil- 
ton, being sixty-five at his death, had 
rray hair; the brow, too, was small and 
ey while that of the poet was Lroad 
and high. The teeth again were small, 
white and even, which could not have 
been the case with Milton's. <A doctor, 
too, gave it as his opinion that the corpse 
was that of a voung female, although bv 
reason of the ravages of decay he could 
not be certain. 

One other argument bv 
paper whieh has a touch 
reduces the .matter © a 
the remains were not those of our 
singer. Poor Milton, tn addition to 

his blindness and his wife’s neelect, suffer- 
ed agonies of gout, and fingers were 
full of ehalk stones, while the disinterred 
skeleton had small, smooth finger bones, 
with no vestige of such disfigurement. 

So that lovers of the memory of “Para- 
dise Lost” may be assured that Milton's 
remains lie still undisturbed tn—what will 
be news to the vast maiority of his ad- 
mirers—some unknown erave within 
precincts of the old church of St. Giles.

Macon, Ga., November 26.—(Spécial.)—At 
this afternoon's session of the chamber of 
commerce, forty memLers being present, a 
series of resolutions was unanimously 
adopted to the effect that no license of the 
liquor traffic would be inimical to the pus- 

iness and moral interests of Macon. 

The resolutions were submitted by 
George Ketchum, secretary of the chamber, 
and their adoption was moved by E. A. 
Waxelbaum. There was no discussion, 
though the meeting had been duly adver- 
tised. 

Subsequently a committee headed by R. 
M. Rogers, the president of the chamber, 
Was appointed to wait upon Presfdent Me-

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FRANCE AND ITALY 
SURPRISE UNIVERSE 


New Commercial Treaty Promises te 
Shift Balance of Power. 


ENGLAND IS’ INDIFFERENT 


Friendship pf United States Stands 
Great Britain Well in Hand. 


THREE GREAT NAVIES ARE NOW ALLIED 


Franco-Russian Compact Is Augment- 
ed by Italy’s Desertion of the 
Triple Alliance. 7 


London, November 26.—France and Italy 
after a decade of tariff warfare, have sur- 
prised their friends and enemies by con- 
cluding a commercial treaty which prom- 
ises to shift the balance of power In fu- 
rope. ree 

But for the friendship of the United 
States, which emboldens Great Britain to 
comparative indifference regarding conti- 
nental combinations, the British would be 
alarmed at this prospect of Italy deserting 
the triple alliance and adding her formida- 
able navy to the Franco-Russian compact, 
which is held to be the inevitable result of 
the reunion of the two estranged Latin 
nations. 

The critics here regard the treaty as 4 
sequel to the Fashoda incident. France 8 
defeat in Egypt opened her destinies, thus 
increasing her friends. Therefore she "as 
led to negotiations with Italy and will give 
her weaker neighbor the benefit of the min- 
imum tariff long and vainly sought by the 
latter. The Italians estimate that under the 
new arrangement a million hectolitres of 
heavy southern wines which are used in 
mixing the lighter French wines will be 
exported to France, resulting in a great im- 
petus to Italian industry. 

In return France expects to remove the 
danger of having to cope with the Italian 
navy in the Mediterranean in the event of a 
German war and also to nullify Germany 5 
policy isolating France. Free trade 
Britain has no subsidies she can offer to 
retain Italy’s support, but in the present 
position of the world’s politics she is not so 
anxious for it as she would have been a 
year ago. What Great Britain loses in Italy 
The Westminster Gazette declares, she 
gains in the Philippines. : 

Conversations which a representative of 
the Associated Press has had with politi- 
clans here indicate that the interest of 
Englishmen in the United States eastern 
tariff is increased by the belief that once 
embarked in colonial acquisition the United 
States will be compelled, as Great Britain 
has bten, to constantly add to her colonial 
possessions, which may be thrown upon the 
market, merely to prevent them falling into 
the hands of her rivals. 

America’s nastern Policy. 

The inauguration of a “‘closed door” poll- 
cy they think here would do much potential 
damage to British interests and every 
American utterance tending to foreshadow 
the ‘open door’ policy has been seized upon 
and magnified by the editorial writers. The 
Speaker says: 

‘The government ut Washington is cred- 
ibly anxious to show the wortd that it 
does not desire mere aggrandizement from 
the victory over Spain and it does not 
desire to shut out other nations from the 
material advantages which the United 
States derives.’”’ 

The London office of a Philippine com- 
puny has received a letter from its agent 
at Manila dated October 18th in which the 
agent 

“The rebels are prepared already to re- 
sist annexation. 1 am in the eonfidence 
of their chiefs and I assure you they are 
quite prepared to retire to the hills if 
laore than a protectorate is attempted. I 
hope it will not come to warlike proceed- 
incs, for it would be a very protracted 
affair. The Americans would not find the 
rebels as easy as the Spaniards did, for 
they formerly had only four hundred ri- 
fles, whic the rebels now have 80,000 rifles 
and eighty cannon, including several maxim 
guns.,”’ 

The Manila correspondent adds: 

“Americans are not allowed to pass the 
rebel lines without passports. A party of 
German officers who atiempted to do so 
without passports were mistaken for Amer- 
icans and were refused permission, When 
it was discovered they were Germans the 
officers were permitted to proceed.”’ 

The manager of this Philippine company, 
who has spent years in the Philippine 
islands, does not attach any importance 
to the foregoing plans. He says the Amer- 
icans could quickly subdue the natives. He 
also says the Americans have magnified 
the importance and influence of Aguinaldo 
throughouc. ? 

There is a report in commercial circles 
that Spain will reorganize her entire finan- 
cial system and readjust her bonded in- 
debtedness after the treaty of peace is 
signed. This report disturbs the bondhold- 
ers of Spain. 

Carlists Have Money. 

An English carlist positively asserts that 
Don Carlos's army will take the field in 
Spain soon after the treaty is sigved. 
He declares that a loan has been fully 
finarced and thag it is divided equaliy be- 
tween I'rance and England, and he adds 
that after che English capitalists’ were 
shown the evidences on which Don Carlos’s 
chances of success are based they offered 
several times the amount asked. The Eng- 
lish carlists assert that much more money 
would have been secured had it not been 
for the fact that Don Carlos stipulated 
that there should be no assistance from 
Jews, as he is apprehensive of their ob- 
taiiing financial control of the monarchy. 

Continuing, it was asserted that the 
Spanish government has known for some 
time that Don Carlos possessed an army, 
organized into battalions and batteries, 
officered and largely armed, but the Span- 
ish ministers counted on his failure to se- 
cure funds. Therefore, the Sapnish gov- 
ernment is said to be panic stricken and to 
be endeavoring to make the Spaniards be- 
lieve that Great Britain has agreed to 
finance Don Carlos and that he in return, 
has undertaken to cede the Canary ise 
lands to Great Britain in the event of suc- 
cess. 

The commission appointed by the Span- 
ish chambers of commerce to consider the 
question of reforms in Spain met at Sara- 
g0ossa and recommended sweeping militry 
and civil retrenchments in addition to 
many reforms for. the benefit of the work- 
ingmen The commission aiso pronounced 
in favor of an investigation into the con- 
tinuance of the Cuban insurrection and 
withholding the rewards promised to Cu- 
ban officers.

“I do not think I deserve so much praise 
as you are willing to accord me.

Battleship Was Dispatched to the 
Orient in Order To Give Ameri- 
cans Now in China Protec- 
tion in Event Disturb- 
ances Occurred. 


Washingion, November 2.—The United 
States navy has landed marines in China. 
A dispatch was received at the navy depart- 
ment today stating that the captain of the 
Boston had landed his marine guard at 
Tien-Tsin. The dispatch was taken imme- 
diately to the white house by Acting Sec- 
retary Allen. Secretary Hay was called 
into consultation, with the result of reas- 
auring the officials and allaying their first 
feeting of apprehension. 

it seems that the marines were landed not 
because of any information of rioting or 
attacks upon American missionaries, but 
solely to act as guards of the United States 
legation at Pcking. 

The Boston was dispatched to the mouth 
of the Pile Ilo river several weeks ago 
at the instance of the United States minis- 
ter to provide a guard for the legation. 
The minister represented that nearly all of 
the legations of european powers were pro- 
vided with a marine guard and he did not 
consider we should be an exception in this 
case. 

After lying at Tauka for a while, the Bos- 
ton worked her way up the river to Tien- 
Tsin, about the fhead of navigation for ves- 
sels of her class and distant about fifty or 
sixty miles from I’cking. It is believed at 
the navy department that the marines will 
be sent forward from that point in launches 
or small river boats. 

Captain Frank Wildes, the commander of 
the Boston, who reported the landing te the 
navy department by cable, did not state 
how many men were in the guard, but the 
force is not believed to exceed two dozen 
men. 

Tihe presence of these foreign guards is 
not welcome to the Chinese government. 
When the landings were first proposed its 
representatives sought to dissuade the 
United States government from inflicting 
this humiliation upon it.

‘THE WHITE HOUSE 


General Returns from Caba Responding 
to Telegraphic Sammons.

He Describes Negotiations for the 
Evacuation and the Terms. 


SAYS AMOUNT OF TIME GIVEN IS ABUNDANT 


Scuth Carolinian Believes That Under 
Military Control the Conditions 
Will Work Out Nicely. 


Washington, November 26.—General M. Ce 
Butler, of South Carolina, a member ot the 
Cuban evacuation commission, arrived Sere 
today direct from IHlavana in response to a 
telegraphic summens from President Mc- 
Kinley and this afternoon he had a two 
hours’ consultation with the president at 
the white house. He made an extended re- 
port of negotiations for the evacuation and 
of the terms upon which the Spaniards had 
agreed to complete the evacuation by Jan- 
Uary list. 

General Butler gave it as his opinion that 
all the Spanish troops will have departed 
ten days before the date fixed in the agreec- 
ment. He said the Spaniards 
have met the American com- 
missioners with reasonable fairness 
and that there has been little friction. 
Some of the claims they have made for 
compensation for Spanish property have 
been ridiculous and they will, of course, be 
abandoned in the end. General Butler de- 
nies all the reports of dissensions among 
the members of the American commission. 

In addition to his report upon the actual 
work of the joint commission General But- 
ler gave to the president much valuable in- 
formation to the general situation in 
Cuba, the ability of the Cubans for self- 
e0vernment, the Sanitary condition of Ha- 
Vana and generally the results of his ob- 
servation during his stay there, General 
Butler is of the opinion that the military 
government of the island must be continued 
for some time, but that ig should only be as 
vigorous as may be necCssary to preserve 
order, He thinks the Cubans are ambitious 
tor self-government and anpsious to avoid 
friction with the American authorities., 

If military control is exercised with dis- 
sretion he believes thefe will be little 
trouble. One of the most troublesome fea- 
tures of the situation is the criminal] class 
anda the difficulty of determining in the case 
of prisoners who afe incarcerated for politt- 
cal offenses and also for crime.

The shipment of troops, 
which has already begun, and the exist- 
ence of yellow fever in Havana all the year 
round, makes it absolutely necessary that 
the city should be placed in thorough san- 
itary condition. General Butler describes 
the city now as a pesthole, filled with un- 
mentionable filth, squalor and destitution. 
The Spanish authorities have, however, 
agreed to inaugurate the work of putting 
the city in sanitary condition with the aid 
of the American authorities and work to 
this end is to begin at once. 

General Butler paints a dark picture of 
the destitution among the poorer classes 
and says it will probably be necessary for 
us to furnish some aid to the’ starving 
wretches. 

General Butler paid a high tribute to the 
discipline and uncomplaining suffering of 
the Spanish troops. They endured hard- 
ships, he says, which would have caused 
American soldiers to revoit. As an illus- 
tration of the admirable discipline of the 
Spanish soldier he said for a long time 
there were 5,000 Snanish officers in Havana, 
vet he never saw or heard of an act of Vio- 
lence nor did ‘he hear or see a single Span- 
ish soldier intoxicated. 

General Butler will remain here several 
days and probably have anether interview 
with the president. He wil] then go to his 
home in South Carolina, whence he will 
return in about ten days to Havana. His 
wife and daughter will accompany him on 
return. This fact leads to the belief 
that he may be destined for Cuba, as his 
present mission expires with the comple-

Commissioners Do Not Yet Know 
How Reply Will Read 


RIOS WILL WRITE PAPER 


President of Madrid Belegation Boesn’t 
Know What It Will Be, 


NO SENTENCE YET CONSTRUCTED 


Senor Rios Will Draft the Answer 
Along the Lines Laid Down in 
the Instructione He Wil!

Cabinet. 


Paris, November 26.—The Spanish peace 
commission this evening not Know 
what will be the terms of the answer tothe 
American tender of $20,000,000 for a treaty 
cession of the Philippines. 

Senor Montero Rios, president of the com- 
mission, will himself write Spain's final :e- 
ply, presumably upon by 
the Madrid government, but as yet he has 
not formulated a sentence thereof. 

Up to this evening the Madrid gcvern- 
ment had not’ instructed commission 
here to reject the United States offer. Some 
tentative instructions have been received 
from Madrid, but today Senor Montero Rios 
telegraphed to Madrid for a construction of 
them a clearer light thereon, and the 
commission is now awaiting a heply. 

Spain will not ask for time beyond Mon- 
day. She will then meet the Americans 
and make a conclusive reply. 

Speculation continues rife here as to the 
acceptance or refusal of the American 
terms, but a majority of those who are in 
any degree able to judge believe that Spain 
Bill yield and the American commissioners 
expect that a treaty will be signed.

‘The legal conterence held a session with 
Dr. W. F. Cook in the chair. The resigna- 
tion of Rev. H. J. Adams as treasurer 
was accepted and Rev, J. T. Lowe elected 
to fill the vacancy. 

The bishop resumed the chair and the 
following were passed to the class of the 
fourth year: T. R. Kendall, Stn a. Be 
Pierce, J. G. Logan, A. G. Shankle, J. O. A. 
Grogan, H. D. Pace and J. W. Hunt. 

The case of Rev. E. W. Jones, who had 
left his charge without the consent of 
the presiding elder, was considered. He 
regretted deeply that he had done so and 
the conference accepted his statement and 
he was advanced to the class of the fourth 
year, 

Colonel J. E. Shumate was, by motion, 
put on the board of education and P. Bb. 
Johnson on church extension. 

Promising Young Preachers. 

The following young preachers have been 
tried for two years as to their adaptability 
as itinerant preachers and were brought 
before the bishop to be admitted into full 
membership in the conference: C. C. Jar- 
reil, T. W. Rogers, J. T. Robins, J. W.

The bishop, in his charge, spoke to them 
of the necessity for deep piety and spirit- 
uality in their lives. Some avoided piety 
in opposition to sanctimoniousness, but 
preachers must love the Bibie and love to 
live with their Savior. The words of Jesus 
were directed against the picus formalism 
of His times, but encouraged real piety. 

You can live without books, as necessary 
to education as they are; but you cannot 
live without vital union with God. Be holy 
men. 

If you are not willing to give your lives 
unreservedly to God, to go anywhere He 
needs you, you had better go to the farm 
or merchandise or something else. 

Every man ought to have some secrets 
with God, which come from simple com- 
munition with God. 

You must be studious, diligent students. 
The ministry must be educated in order to 
preach to the people, who are educating 
themselves more and more. He pleaded 
specially for the study of the Bible, the 
greatest of all studies. He insisted on their 
being industrious men. He condemned l|azi- 
ness on all lines and insisted on full energy 
in their great life work. 

He then read a letter which he had re- 
ceivea from some stewards asking for a 
chai ge of pastors, because of the levity of 
tha preacher, injuring the young p‘ ople by 
his carelessness. Young men, he said, be 
real men of God. 

It is a great thing to be a preacher. He

“There is an imperial chancellor and there 
ministers. But who 
hears of them? Where is Prince Hohenlohe? 

We 
hear day after day of the personal acts of 
the emperor which, in general, pass for the 
acts of the government. The emperor 
everywhere and the chancellor is nowhere.”’ 

The meeting the reichstag is looked 
forward to with apprehension. The _ re- 
opening of that body was announced today 
for December 6th, and domestic problems 
will have’to be faced which will require 
most tactful and liberal statesmanship to 
solve satisfactorily. 

The anti-Semites are clamoring 
measures against the Jews, tae junkers de- 
mand the legislation the growth 
of the Polisin population and to oppose the 
steady march of the slave races westward, 
the socialists are clamorous for recogni- 
tion and extension of the rights the

It was hoped the emperor would visit 
the three South German rulers on his way 
home and assist in the task of government 
by allaying some of the ill feeling whicn 
is stil} Jatent in the south against Prussia. 

The fact that Russia is not on very 
friendly termg with Germany, and that 
Emperor William's visit to the Holy Land 
has made matters worse, is receiving con- 
firmation in more than one quarter. Prince 
Ukhtomsky, the czar’s close friend and 
confidant, in The St. Petersburg Vedomocti, 
violently expresses Russian disapproval of 
the trip, calling Emperor William a rene- 
gade and accusing the whole German na- 
tion of being his accomplices. Moreover, 
the fact that the czar, contrary to common 
expectation, has not giwen a sign himself 
during the German emperor's trip, is held 
here to be clear evidence of strained rela- 
tions existing between the tWo courts. 

Frank Knaab, of New York, has been 
arrested on the eharge of majeste, 
said to have been committed in a wine shop.

Ex-Governor Bullock Says Congress 
Has Power To Correct Evils. 
From The New York Press. 

Editor Press—On my return from the 
quarantine convention at Memphis, 1 find 
on my files your edition of the 17th, with 
your able editorial, ““Revive the Fourteenth 
Amendment.”” and this morning I received 
your edition of yesterday with your edi- 
torial, “A Test Case on Disfranchisement” 

These valuable and important edic«rial 
expressions are suggested by the recent 
G2*rageous violations of the state jaws in 
the Carolinas. The trend of your advice is 
in the direction of committing the repuDli- 
can party to national legisiation for the cor- 
rection of the evils complained of, viz, * that 
the white southern voters’ baliot is twice 
or thrice as effective. in the national yov- 
ernment” as the northern white vote and 
this because of an alleged unlawtlul sip- 
pression or disfranchisement of the cotored 
vote. 

This character of legislation was suggest- 
ed by your paper ten years ago. You were 
then kind enough to print-my objections to 
that policy. The reasons for objection are 
more potent now.
